On 15 Nov i 960 the group headed by Ivan HAYDAYENKO arrived in 
Montreal, t t ue. a hey visited Ukrainian Desk of CBC, and also had a few private 
meetings with various people of Ukrainian descent. Omelan BAC1IYNBKY was one 
of those who spent a lot of time with them, ile was presented with a tie and 
a bottle of horilka by HAYDAYENKO who complimented him with the statement 
v/e were told about you in Kiev, and they recommended you as the one 
worthy of friendliness..." 

source met the group "officially" and did not talk with HAYDAY/.NKO about his 
eventual trip to Ukraine. 

2. HAYDAYENKO , who spoke a very fine Ukrainian, agreed with source 
that it was bad the Ukrainian Desk of CBC had no direct contact with Naciio 
Kiev. In Haydayenko's opinion the responsibility for that owed to be placed 
on top-echelens in Kiev and on SHPEDKO in Ottava. Th^Latter could do a lot 
for Canauo-Ukrainian maters but instead he was just chewing his bread... 

BUZNYTSKYY was very flattered by Sourc. 's remark that it was 
pleasanjt to finally meet not only writers nd poets but "economists" as well , 
and solemnly promised to present the matter of direct Kiev-, ©ntreal radio 
contact to TNONKO personally, BUZNYTSKYY claimed to know very well 
TkONKO whom he praised as busines, like and nice man.
